WASHINGTON, April 298. — The 
nine clauses proposed by the com- 
mission on international labor legis- 
lation for insertion in the peace 
treaty as adopted by the Peace Con- 
ference in plenary session at Paris 
yesterday, were made 
today by the State Department. 

Among the principles incorporated 
are a standard eight-hour day, a 
weekly day of rest, the abolition of 
child labor, equality of pay for men 
and women, and workmen's right 
of association for all lawful purposes. 

The text of the clauses as adopted 


follows: 
The h contracting 
recognizing that the well- 


physical, moral and intellectual, ot | 
industrial wage earners is of su- 
preme international importance, 
have framed a.permanent machinery 
nesociated with that of the League 
of Nations to further this great end. 
They recognize that difference of 
climate, habits and customs of eco- 
nomic opportunity and industrial 
tradition make strict uniformity in 
the conditions of labor difficult of 
immediate attainment; but, holding 
as they do, that labor remedies 
(probably error in transmission) be 
regarded merely as an article of 
commerce, they think that there are 
methods and principles for the recti- 
fication of labor gonditions which al! 
industrial communities should en- 
deavor to apply so far as their spe- 
cial and urgent importance: 

„Among these thods and prin- 
ciples. the follow seem to the 
high © parties to be of spe- 
clay and urgent importance: 

“First. The guiding principle 
above enunciated that labor should 
not be regarded merely as a com- 
modity or article of commerce. 

“Second. The right of association 
tor all lawful purposes by the em- 
ployed as well as by the employers. 

“Third. The payment to the em- 
ployed of a wage adequate to main- 
taln a reasonable standard of life as 
this is understood in their time and 
country. 

“Fourth. The adoption of an 
eight-hour day or forty-eight-hour 
week as the standard to be aimed 
at, where it has not already been 
obtained. 


“Fifth. The adoption of a weekly 
rest of at least twenty-four hours 
which should include Sunday when- 
ever practicable. . 

* . The abolition of child la- 
bor and the imposition of such limi- 
tations on the labor of young per- 
sons as shall permit the continuation 
of their education and assure their 
proper physical development. 

“Seventh. The principle that men 
and women should receive equal re- 
numeration for work of equal value. 

“Eighth. The standard by 
law in each country with respect to 
the conditions of labor should have 
due regard to the equitable economic 
treatment of all workers lawfully 
resident therein. 

“Ninth. Each state should make 
provision for a system of inspection 
in which women should take part 
in order to insufe the enforcement

The main thing brought out in 
this examination was that Reuter 
was once a candidate for appoint- 
ment as secretary of the Harbor 
Commission and that Mayor Wood- 
man did not appoint him. 

BAR OUT RECEIPT. 


Second in importance to the rul- 
ing out of the Woodman grand jury 
transcript, which the court held was 
too immaterial for consideration, 
was the ruling out of a special de- 
livery letter receipt which was ex- 
hibited by E. B. Spence, superintend- 
ent of mails in this city. The prose- 
cution sought to show that Mayor 
Woodman received a special deliv- 
ery letter which Karr had said he 
“thought” he mailed. The court 
held that the connecting link was 
missing, and said that “the letter 
might have been written by the 
Speaker of the Legislature for all 
the prosecution knows.“ 

FP. P. O’Brien of the Board of 
Public Works, was called by the 
prosecution and asked to testify re- 
garding a talk that he and Mayor 
Woodman and Karr had relative to 
the Mayor's contemplated trip East. 
The testimony was ordered stricken 
out and Mr. O’Brien was excused. 

Dist.-Atty. Woolwine called Ned 
Powell again yesterday and under- 
took to find out just how intimate 
Karr was with Mavor Woodman. 
Mr. Powell said he never had seen 
them together but once, and that 
he had not often been required to 
wait while Karr visited with the 
Mayor. The prosecution referred to 
Mr. Powell's testimony before the 
grand jury, being desirous of im- 
peaching his testimony, but the court 
ruled that his statements before the 
grand jury were too indefinite to 
base an examination upon. 

At this point Deputy Doran asked 
Judge Willis to please have the jury 
disregard the court’s remarks as to 
there being no material difference 
between the grand fury transcript 
and the testimony Mr. Powell was 
giving. The court laughed and re- 
plied that the jury could do as it 
pleased about the matter. 

Several times the court felt 
obliged to instruct the jury to dis- 
regard remarks that were made by 
the prosecution and the defense sev 
eral times asked that the prosecution 
be reprimanded for misconduct. 

Harry E. Andrews, managing edi- 
tor of The Times, testified that Hor- 
ace Karr was never political editor 
of The Times; that Karr was a re- 
porter. taking orders from the city 
editor. 


The big feature of the defense 
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was the series of flat denials, by men 
named by Karr of the story he 
(Karr) told. George Henderson, 
who Karr says gave him the first 
$250 for getting Hackett back, testi- 
fied for the defense that he paid 
Karr $250 for getting Cholo John- 
son removed from the Metropolitan 
Squad. He said he did this because 
Johnson threatened his life. Hen- 
derson denied any knowledge of the 
alleged campaign fund transaction 
and said he knew nothing about a 
deal to “put Hackett over.” 

Tom Hughes stated that when 
Karr approached him with the cam- 
paign fund plan he told Karr that 
the Mayor would not stand for any 
such a procedure regarding his 
campaign, and that when he 
(Hughes) intimated to the Mayor 
what Karr had said, the Mayor had 
exclaimed: Not in a thousand years; 
we never have taken any of their 
dirty money and we don’t intend to 
take any of it!“ Mr. Hughes flatly 
denied most of Karr’s story as re- 
lating to himself.

The war-worn, heartsick people of 
this world might be induced to start killing 
again—but not to settle the ownership of 
a seaport they can't find on the map. Starv- 


ing the Italians is equally out of the ques- 


tion. If we are ever driven to the truly 
horrible alternative of cutting off the food 
supply from the women and children of any 
European nation it will be for a cause much 
more compelling than Fiume. 

The strength of Italy's position in the 
present crisis is that she has placed us in 
a position that borders upon the ridiculous. 

She has the peculiar tactical advantage of 
a street boy throwing mud balls at a passing 
silk hat. It is a situation difficult for the 
great powers and for the owner of the silk 
hat to meet. Italy takes shrewd cognizance 
ot the fact that the usual thing done in the 
circumstances is to hurry along and pre 
tend not to notice the bombardment. 

With all our enormous combined power, 
we (nations) of the grand concert are indu- 
ditably in the position of the gentleman 
who sits in the cafe trying to look uncon- 
scious 4nd absorbed in his paper while the 
lady yowls and upsets the tables. 

When it comes to the final analysis, how- 
ever, Italy is powerless to do anything more 
than make a noise. She can retain Fiume, 
but at the cost of her whole future. She 
can retire from association with the nations 
of the league and find an tmpassable bar 
rier confronting her in the days to come 

Italy’s hopes of the future are based upon 
commerce. During the last few years— 
owing partly to the development of electric 
power in the Italian mountains—Italy has 
experienced a great awakening. She is fair- 
ly dazzled by her dream of wealth and pros- 
perity 


If she could have absolute domination 
over the Adriatic Sea it would help her 
somewhat toward this commercial future. 
On the other hand, a permanent break with 
the great money powers of the world would 
constitute a fatal handicap. Dependent up- 
on American capital and British coal and— 
more than any other country in the world 
dependent upon the good will of the big 
doys—Italy could not undertake a future 
like that of Kipling’s cat which walked 
alone. 


And walk alone she would. These dark 


hints about a future alliance with Germany 
are purely for conversational purposes. If 
for no other reason, then because Germany 
would refuse to make any such alliance with 
the nation that had once been her partner, 
then flouted her. 

These conspicuous little conversations 
with Japan in the full sight of all the folks 
are also for stage purposes.

BIG, BIG “IF.” 
Railroad construction in the West 
stopped when the Federal government took 
over the railroads; but highway construc- 
tion continues. There are millions of acres 
of tillable but undeveloped land tg the West 
that owe their enforced sterility to the lack 
of transportation facilities. There was a 
time when the railroads were permitted to 
make a profit justifying the extension of 
lines into undeveloped country. But that 
period ended when the Republican party 
went out of power; and, under a Democratic 
administration, every attempt of private 
capital to embark in a public enterprise is 
viewed with marked, suspicion. Often it is 
met with open hostility. 
Under such conditions public highways 
offer the only relief; motor traction has 
come to the rescue, and increased produc 
tion is made possible by highway extension. 
According to data gathered by the Weste 
Highways Builder, a bi-weekly journal 
voted to western road construction, the Leg- 
islatures of the different Western States 
have approved bond issues totaling nearly 
$100,000,000 this year for the purpose of 
constructing a system of State and national 
highways. California heads the list with a 
proposed bond issue of $40,000,000. Wash- 
ington is second with a proposed issue of 
$30,000,000, 
In addition to these State appropriations, 
countries in the different States are expend- 
ing still greater amounts on the construc 
tion of hard roads. At the present time 
there is an ap of $291,000,000 in 


the Federal treasury which the government | 


is ready to allot for road building in seo 
tions where the States and counties will ap- 
propriate like amounts. California is in line 
to receive probably $20,000,000 of this 
amount. Highway building is one of the 
first activities to be resumed since the 


war expenditures has relaxed. 

It the railroads could be returned to their 
owners under conditions that would stimu- 
late railroad expansion a great impetus 
would be given to the wheels of modern in- 
dustry. Joint activity on highways and rail- 
roads would provide employment for hun- 


dreds of thousands of men, and the in- 


creased transportation facilities would add 
materially in reducing the high cost of liv- 
ing.

GODOWSKY EVIDENCES POLISH 
SUPREMACY IN ART. 


By Jeanne Redman. 

With the coming of Leopold 
Godowsky, pianist, to Trinity Audi- 
torium. last evening. Los Angeles 
closed the season for pianists, and 
renewed, at the same time, her 
faith in the musical supremacy of 
the Pole. What other nation can 
Show a trio such as Hofmann, 
Godowsky and—wé include him, be- 
cause he has been a great pianist, 


jand he still lives, musically—Pad- 


erewski? And to what other na- 
tion can the palm be given for play- 
ing Chopin? Godowsky gave us a 
Senerous treat of Chopin last night, 
beginning with the B-Flat Minor 


Sonata, and following with a group 
which included an imprompt, two 
waltzes, the C-Sharp Minor Scherzo, 
and another waltz for encore. He 
also played the two Polish songs of 
Chopin, with the Liszt transcriptions. 

Godowsky was tired, after his 
arduous tour, but once well into his 
programme, he gained in force, and 
his climax showed him at his best, 
with all apparent fatigue gone by 
the magic of his own music. 
Godowsky is called master tech- 
nician, and scientist of the piano, 
but back of his colossal technical 
mastery, there lies the interpretive 
artist. We missed the usual 
Beethoven, of whom Godowsky 
makes a living spirit, but the pro- 
gramme was otherwise truly 
Godowskian. 

The planist has an enormous fol- 
lowing, and Trinity was filled to 
greet him. Also, it was warmly 
responsive. Curiously, the tach- 
maninoff Polka, dedicated to Godow- 
sky, was perhaps most effective upon 
the listeners. Although the Liszt
